Hybrid Snaps are the result of crossing pure-line strains of two 
distinct varieties, and possess, among other good points, the in- 
herent quality known as “‘hybrid vigor’’ not found in any self- 
pollinated variety. Because of their hybrid nature, it is very im- 
portant that no seed be saved from the flowering crop as it will 
result only in a disappointing mixture. Since only the originators 
of these varieties have knowledge of the parents used in produc- 
ing them, seed from other sources is almost sure to prove un- 
satisfactory; therefore we offer only originator’s packets of hy- 
brid varieties. Because the production of hybrid seed calls for 
much hand labor in cross-pollinating, the supply is often short 
of the demand.

For growers who must plant Larkspur early we are offering this year for the 
first time, seed from a specially grown crop of our Six Best Varieties which 
should be ready by August 1. New crop seed from our main harvest will be 
ready late August and early September, in time for most growers’ needs. 


Larkspur is a very popular cut flower crop for both under glass and 
in the open. If a sowing is made outdoors by growers in the near 
south 6 or 7 weeks before the ground freezes, plants well enough 
established to winter over in all except the most severe seasons can 
be produced. In our locality sowing should be done late enough to 
avoid germination before the ground freezes. With good drainage 
and some coarse covering such a sowing will germinate promptly in 
early spring and get into flower 2 or 3 weeks before the spring sown 
crop. 


For indoor growing, Larkspur is a nice crop to follow either late or 
early Mums. Well started 3 inch pot plants should be ready, and are 
produced by a September sowing in pots set in a cold frame. We 
prefer raised beds for Larkspur, but if ground beds are well drained 
and care is used in watering, very good results can be had with them. 
The base-branching varieties which include the Six Best listed below 
are largely used today, although the new Super Majestics are gain- 
ing wide favor.
